Trip Began Nov. 11—

_ WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt has returned 
to the United States, the White 
House announced today. 
Presidential Secretary Stephen 
Early informed reporters: 
“Happily I can tell you now he 
has returned and is safely back 
in the United States. 
“T have not been advised as to 
when he will reach Washington.” 
Early had no other details on 


the Chief Executive's return from 
his international conferences in 
the Middle East. 

His long trip began here the 
night of Nov. 11 and kept him 
from the capital for his longest 
wartime absence and some of the 
most important of the United 
Nations’ war deliberations. 

He touched at least three con- 
tinents on his trip. In Cairo he 
met Prime Minister Churchill of 
Great Britain and conferred with 
him ang Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek of China, primarily on 
the Asiatic aspects of the war. 

He went from there to Teheran, 
capital of Iran, where he and 
Churchill held a parley with Pre- 
mier Stalin of Russia. The Presi- 
dent and Prime Minister returned 
to Cairo conferred with Presi- 
Gent Ismet Inonu of Turkey. 

From these conferences emerged 
declarations of friendship and 
unity and foreboding words for 
the Axis,

275,000 INFANTRYMEN GIVEN 
PROMOTIONS OF ONE GRADE 


Army Says They Are in Recogni- 
tion of Hazards, Responsibilities 
Shouldered in Combat. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP).— 
About 275,000 enlisted infantrymen 
are getting one-grade promotions 
in recognition of what the Army 
Says are “the acknowledged haz- 
ards and _ responsibilities shoul- 
dered by the infantry in combat.” 

The War Department, announc- 
ing the promotions, said today they 
would affect 16 of the outstanding 
infantry combat categorfes and 
provide pay increases ranging from 
$48 to $216 a year. The promotion 
were effective Dec, 13. Lt. Gen. 
Joseph T. McNarney, deputy chief 
of staff, said: 

“The increased grades will pro- 
vide a more suitable reward as 
well as supply the means for more 
careful selection of non-commis- 
sioned combat leaders.”

U.S, CASUALTIES 131,098 
IN ALL THEATERS; 29,317 
KILLED, 932,131 MISSING 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP). 


HE latest casualty total of 

the armed forces of the 

United States stands at 
131,098, with 29,317 killed, 40,917 
wounded, 32,131 missing and 
28,733 prisoners of war. 

Secretary of War Stimson 
said today that from the start 
of the war t@ November 30, 
Army casualties In all theaters 
totaled 98,594. Of these 15,334 
were killed, 35,049 wounded, 
23,725 missing, and 24,486 were 
prisoners of war. 

The latest Navy total, includ- 
ing Marines and Coast Guards- 
men, covering reports received 
up to today is 32,504, divided as 
follows: 13,983 killed, 5868 
wounded, 8406 missing, and 
4247 prisoners. Of the 35,049 
Army wounded, Stimson said, 
18,041 have been returned to 
duty or released from hospitals. 

The casualty total for the 
American elements of the Fifth 
Army fighting in Italy now are 
13,419, Stimson said. Of these 
2010 were killed, 8583 wounded 
and 2826 are Nsted as missing. 


RAILWAY STRIKE 
CAN BE AVERTED, 
OFFICIALS BELIEVE 


‘No Reason Why Settle- 
ment Can’t Be Worked

CLEVELAND, Déc. 16 (AP).— 
Railway and Government officials 
expressed belief today a nation- 


wide railroad strike scheduled in 
two weeks would fail to material- 
ize, while a spokesman for one of 
the five operating brotherhoods in- 
volved said “we know of no reason 
why a settlement cannot be 
worked out” at a mediation meet- 
ing Monday. 

The meeting was called by the 
National Mediation Board after 
operating brotherhoods set Dec, 30 
and the three succeeding days for 
a “progressive strike” of 350,000 
unionists seeking to enforce de- 
mands for wage increases. The 
session will be held in Chicago and 
will be attended by railroad offi- 
cials and brotherhood leaders. 

Announcing a proposed “strike 
against inflation for the privileged 
few and deflation for the many,” 
presidents of the brotherhoods said 
97.7 per cent of their members 
voted for the walkout. 

President H, F. Fraser of the 
Order of Railway Conductors; 
John J. Pelley, president of the 
Association of American Reail- 
roads; Joseph B. Eastman, director 
of the Office of Defense Trans- 
portation, and Daniel Loomis, 
chairman of the Western Carrier 
Conference Committee, were opti- 
mistic concerning the outcome of 
the mediation meeting. 

“We believe we have an abso- 
lutely just case,” said Fraser “and 
we ow of no reason why a 
settlément cannot be worked out 
at Chicago.” 

Pelley commented, “The outcome 
remains to be seen, but I’m an 
optimist—I just can’t see a na- 
tionwide railroad strike.” 

Eastman asserted “I cannot and 
will not believe railroad workers 
will resort to a strike and stop 
transportation.” 

Loomis, whose committee handles 
labor matters for all lines run- 
ning from Chicago westward; said 
“I don’t think there will be a 
strike.” 

Presidents of the other brother- 
hoods voting to strike made no 
comment. They are A. F. Whitney 
of the trainmen, D. B. Robertson 
of the firemen and enginemen, Al-

Believed to Be in Middle

LONDON, Dec. 16 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill, who marked 
his sixty-ninth birthday while at- 
tending the three-power Teheran 
conference, is suffering a “patch of 
pneumonia in the left lung,” Dep- 
uty Prime Minister Clement Attlee 
told the House of Commons today. 

Attlee indicated that Churchill 
is now somewhere in the Middle 
East. A bulletin issued at No. 10 
Downing street, Churchill's official 


residence, which gave the first in- 
timation of the Prime Minister's 
illness, said: 

“His general condition is as aat · 
isfactory as can be expected.” 

A later announcement said there 
was some improvement in Chur- 
chill’s general condition. 

The bulletin issued at 7 p. 
(1 p. m. St. Louis time), said: 

“The Prime Minister has had a 
good night. There is some im- 

rovement in his general™¢endi- 
tion.” . 

A previous announcement that 
daily bulletins would be issued on 
hig condition might be taken as 
an indication of the gravity of his 
illness. 

Supplies of the new drug peni- 
cillin were understood to be avail- 
able if needed. 


Had Cold When He Sailed. 


Churchill was reported suffering 
from a heavy cold with a temper- 
ature of more than 100 when he 
sailed from Britain to attend the 
conferences with President Roose- 
velt, Premier Stalin, Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek and President 
Inonu of Turkey... 

On his arrival in Cairo, the cold 
became worse and the Prime Min- 
ister lost his voice, but insisted 
on continuing his arduous labors.

17 VESSELS SUNK 


IN SURPRISE NAZI 
AI RAID ON BARI 


1000 Killed or Hurt, Five 
American Ships Lost in 
Dec, 2 Blow at Italian 
Port, It Is Disclosed.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP).— 
Seventeen United Nations mer- 
chant ships, including five Ameri- 
can vessels, were sunk by German 
bombers in the Allied port of Bari, 
Italy; Dec. 2. Approximately 1000 
persons, among them 37 American 
naval men, were killed or injured. 

Secretary of War Stimson dis- 
closed casualty details and the loss 
of American ships at a press con- 
ference today after other sources 
of unquestionable authority had 
put the total number of vessels 
lost at 17, approximately 50 per 
cent of the total amount of ship- 
ping in Bari harbor at the time. 

In official quarters here there 
was no disposition to deny that 
the blow was a serious one, reduc- 
ing British Army supplies for two 
or three days—and in some re- 
spects the worst defeat inside a 
protected harbor since the Japa- 
nese raided Pearl Harbor to start 
the war two years ago. 


Most of Cargo Unloaded. 

“Fortunately, most of the cargo 
had beey discharged prior to the 
attack, and the loss of supplies was 
not great,” Stimson said. 

About 30 German bombers par- 
ticipated in the raid. Stimson said 
much of the damage resulted when 
two ammunition ships were hit 
and exploded, spreading fires and 
destruction over the harbor.

LONDON, Dec. 16 (AP). 


HE German news agency, 
DNB, in a dispatch purport- 
ing to come from Lisbon, 
Portugal, said today that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s plame made a 
forced landing in the Azores 
Islands while on his way to the 
Cairo and Teheran conferences.

BOMB CASING PLANT

Loss From Burning and Ex- 
ploding Magnesium $350,- 
000, U. S. Officer Says. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 16 (AP).—Rus- 
sian forces under Gen. Ivan S. 
Konev were reported rapidly ex- 
panding their positions today west 
of the middle Dnieper River fol- 
lowing the joining of the Cherkasy 
and Kremenchug bridgeheads, 
while 200 miles to the northwest 
Gen. Nikolai Vatutin’s First 
Ukrainian Army was on the offen- 
sive again in the battle of the 
Kiev bulge. 

(The Berlin radio acknowledged 
that the Red Army had slowed 
the German counter drive west of 
Kiev. The broadcast said the 
Kiev operations “are approaching 
a climax.) 

The operation along the Dnieper 
gave the Russians complete con- 
trol of the west bank-for a 65- 
mile stretch between the Cherkasy 
and Kremenchug, and Gen. Konev 
was quick to exploit his victory. 
Hig troops stormed into the rail- 
way town of Byelozere, five miles 
northeast. of the important rail 
junction of Smela, 

Junction of Konev’s forces ex- 
tended the Russians’ control of 
the river’s west bank to 250 miles, 
from Cherkasy south to Nikopol. 
The Germans hold only stretches 
from the mouth of the river to 
Nikopol, from Cherkasy to south 
of Kiev and in White Russia from 
Vitebsk to Zhlobin. 

New Gain Around Kirovograd. 

Konev also tightened his grip 
around Kirovograd, southwest of 
Kremenchug, where 1400 Germans 
were reported killed and 46 tanks 
wrecked in fierce fighting. Six- 
teen smaller towns and villages 
fell to advancing Soviet troops in 
the Kremenchug-Cherkasy sector, a 
Russian communique said. 

Regaining the initiative west of 
Kiev for the second.time this week, 
Gen. Vatutin’s forces drove the 
Germans from several strongpoints 
along the Teterev River salient 
south of Malin and 55 miles- from 
the Ukrainian capital.

7-Hour Air Attack. 

For seven hours Tuesday more 
than 100 Liberator heavy and 
Mitchell medium bombers and 
Boston attack planes blasted Arawe 
in the biggest aerial blow ever de- 
livered in the Southwest Pacific. 

Without interference in the air 
and but little from ground fire, 
the planes also strafed the enemy 
troops, barges and installations 
with 174,000 machine-gun bullets. 
The blows were concentrated on 
Amulut plantation west of Arawe 
village and on a chain of small 
islands at the harbor entrance. 

Many fires were observed. The 
devastation of barges and stores 
was widespread. All of our planes 
returned. 

Arawe is about midway between 
Cape Gloucester and Gasmata, both 
of which have been stripped of 
their air and antiaircraft defenses 
by recent heavy bombings. 

Overpowering Attacks. 

The bomb tonnage far out- 
weighed the 248 tons dropped on 
the enemy’s supply center and 
aviation installations around Gas- 
mata last Sunday. Its nearest 
rival was the 350 tons laid on Ra- 
baul, Japanese shipping air base, 
Oct. 15, when 177 enemy planes 
were destroyed or damaged and 
scores of war and merchant craft 
were destroyed in the -harbor, 

Lt. Gen. George C. Kenney, 
commander of Allied air forces in 
this area, said the Rabaul raid 
was the turning point in the South- 
west Pacific war. 

With less bomb weight but no 
less freedom of the air, planes of 
Adm, William F. Halsey, com- 
mander in the South Pacific, 
pounded Japanese supply points 
and ground defenses on Bougain- 
ville Island in the Solomons, 
where Americans have established 
an air strip at Empress Augusta 
Bay, only 250 miles southeast of 
Rabaul.

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First direct word since the fall 
of the Philippines from Lt. Beulah 
Greenwalt, Army nurse on Correg- 
idor, who as “Peggy,” was heroine 
of the war book, “They Were Ex- 
pendable,” has been received by 
her sister, Mrs. Jason R. King, 
1504 South Spring avenue. 

In the letter, which was deliv- 
ered to her mother, Mrs. Samuel 
G. Greenwalt of Rolla, Mo., Peggy 
said she was interned at Santo 
Tomas internment camp at Manila 
and that “I certainly wonder about 
Bob”—an apparent réference to 
Lt. Robert P. Kelly, second in 
command of the motor torpedo 
squadron which evacuated Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur from. the 
Philippines, 

Lt. Kelly, in William L. White's 
story, which was published serially 
in the Post-Dispatch, related how 
Peggy tended the wounded under 
fire and said she was “a fine, 
nervy girl to have in a war—or 
any other time.” He told of a 
happy New Year’s Eve, 1941, spent 
with Peggy on Corregidor but 
whether a romance developed be- 
tween the two Mrs. King never 
has learned. Lt. Kelly’s present 
whereabouts are not known pub- 
licly, 

Peggy's letter indicates that she 
related additional details of her 
friendship with “Bob” -in earlier 
letters, which failed to reach their 
destination. She addressed her 
letter, which was not dated, to her 
mother and father, indicating she 
has received none of the letters 
sent her by relatives since her 
father died nearly a year ago.

Department’ of Justice officials 
would make no comment, when 
asked about the status of the case, 
other than to say that the SEC 
recommendation had been referred 
to United States Attorney Harry 
O. Blanton in St. Louis, Blanton is 
said to have pointed to obstacles 
in the way of prosecution of Fo- 
garty, particularly under wartime 
conditions when investigators fa- 
miliar wath the SEC’s inquiry into 
North American- have gone into 
the Army and the Navy. 

Charge Grew Out of Egan Trial. 
The SEC recommendation grew 
out of Fogarty’s testimony in the 
trial of Louis H. Egan of St, Louis, 
former president of Union Electric 
Co. of Missouri, who was convict- 
ed of violation of the corrupt prac- 
tices section of the Holding Com- 
pany Act and sentenced to two 
years in prison, : 

At Egan’s trial Fogarty testified 
he knew nothing of the $600,000 
slush fund spent by officers of 
Union Electric, which is a subsid- 
lary of North American. On cross 
examination the former North 
American president repeatedly 
said that he knew nothing of the 
system of kickbacks to lawyers 
and others, through which the 
slush fund was accumulated. 
Fogarty’s testimony contradicted 
that of Frank J. Boehm, former 
$54,000-a-year vice-president of 
Union Electric, who accused 
higher-ups in North American of 
instigating the expenditure of 
slush funds. Boehm recently filed 
a $3,500,000 damage suit in St. 
Louls Circuit Court, charging that 
Fogarty and other officers of the 
big holding company had secretly 
directed use of a 5 million dollar 
slush fund in six states and the 
District of Columbia. 

Following the Egan trial, it was 
understood that the SEC would 
continue the utility investigation. 
As a preliminary to further inquiry 
the commission had a thorough 
study made of the trial record.

PA REVISION BOOSTS PRICE 
OF BUTTER IN SMALL STORES 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 
yesterday revised its regulation 


.jcontrolling the price of butter in 


small independent stores and said 
the change will increase the retail 
price one cent and possibly two in 
many of these stores. 

The revision, effective Dec. 20, 
allows a special jobber markup of 
two and one-half cents a pound for 
deliveries of 32 pounds or less to 
independent stores doing a gross 
annual business of less than $50,- 
000 a year. Whether the boost at 
retail will be one or two cents will 
depend on the geographical rela- 
tionship of the store to the cream- 
ery supplying its butter.

Of Two Trains in South

coffee and whisky from the diner, 
then made fires on the snow-cov- 
ered ground, 

“Capt. Allen did some heroic 
work in that smashed wreckage. 
Through -State Highway Patrol 
radio we reached Robert Samet at 
Lumberton, who brought acetylene 
torches used to cut out the dead.” 
- Wood'said he helped to set flares 
after the train derailed at about 
1:10 a. m., and that at about 1:50 
a. m. the northbound Tamiami 
East Coast Champion ploughed 
through the wreckage spilled over 
the parallel tracks. 

“The A, C. L. wrecker arrived 
about 9 a. m. and ambulances had 
been streaming in and out from 
Pembroke and other places. You 
have never seen such a smashup. 
Bodies were mangled, rails twisted 
into hairpins and loops all over 
the place,” the publisher added, 

| Tried to Stop Train. 

Wood said he and others stood 
at the side of the A. C. L. railroad 
track and watched the speeding 
streamliner smash into the wreck- 
age of the southbound train, 

He and other passengers of the 
derailed southbound train fran- 
tically tried to build fires out of 
newspapers to warn the north- 
bound engineer, he said. 

Two southbound freight trains 
already had been stopped by make- 
shift flares when they heard the 
streamliner roaring north. The 
speeding train ripped into the 
smoking car,-he said, cutting it 
almost in half and five coaches 
of the northbound train leaped the 
track and folded together, 

“It was like a bad dream, filled 
with screams and in the dark 
we couldn’t see exactly what had 
happened. You could hear people 
shouting and crying and in the 
below-freezing temperature. Their 
voices echoed and re-echoed in the 
night,” he said. 

Wood said the woman expecting 
a baby had her legs and thighs 
crushed and mangled. She kept 
saying “I ‘won't lose’ my baby, I 
won't lose my baby, God help me, 
I won't. I must be calm, please, 
dear God, help me.” 

“She had more spunk than I’ve 
ever seen in a woman before,” 
Wood said. A short time later a 
doctor came up and examined her, 
gave her a sedative and told her 
that her -baby would be born. 
“Thank: God,’” she said. 

Describes Scene of Horror. 

Wood said another woman, bad- 
ly crushed about the hips*and legs, 
held a baby in her arms. Both 
were unconscious with the mother 
still clutching the baby close to 
her. ‘Finally, he said, the baby re- 
wained consciousness ‘and began to 
fcry. A moment later the mother’s 
She patted 
the baby softly and cooed to it 
for a moment, and then lapsed, 


| back into unconsciousness. 


Wood said an Army officer he 
wag talking to a short time before 
the southbound train derailed, was 
killed and the man who occupied 
a lower berth next to his was ter- 
ribly cut but not killed. At least 
30 were killed at the time of the 
accident, he said, and “I don't 


know how ' many more may have 
died later of injuries.” 

Shortly after the wreck, he said, 
a police car with a radio trans- 
mitter arrived, and after a quick 
look at the scene, police sum- 
moned acetylene torches to cut 
into the steel coaches, 

The cars were jammed with fas- 
sengers, he said, 

“It was a horrible sight,” Wood 
said. “A lot of the people were cut 
in half when the seats snapped 
together by the impact, clipped 
them in two like paper.” ‘Torsos 
and legs were pulled from the 
coaches, he said, and: it was im- 
possible to match them up. 

Wood said that he believed many 
of the service men were going 
home to spend the holidays with 
friends and he estimated that “at 
least half of those killed”

Gen. Kenney’s letter, dated Dec. 
10 and addressed to Mrs. Donnelly, 
follows: 

“Recently your son, Staff Set. 
James M. Donnelly, was decorated 
with the Distinguished Flying 
Cross. It was an award made in 
recognition of courageous service 
to his combat organization, his fel- 
low American airmen, his country, 
his home and to you. 

“He was cited for heroism In 
flight and exceptional and out- 
standing accomplishment in the 
face of great danger, above and 
beyond the line of duty in the 
Southwest Pacific area. 

Fought Japanese Planes. 

“He was a gunner in a B-24 type 
aircraft engaged in a bombing 
mission over Boram airdrgme (New 
Guinea). Despite intense antiair- 
craft fire, the bomber continued 
its course and dropped all bombs 
over the target area, destroying 
many enemy airplanes on the 
ground and leaving large fires 
burning fiercely.

Arm Shot Off, Gunner Made Own 
Decision to Bail Out Over Reich 


Flyer Who Dropped Man, Saving His Life, 
Denies Credit—Praises His Coolness 
and Heroism. 


TWO RIVERS, Wis., Dec. 16 
(AP).—Sgt. Tyre C. Weaver, the 
wounded Flying Fortress gunner 


who was dropped out of his plane 
over enemy territory to save his 
life, made his own decision on the 
descent, Lt. Keith Koske, the navi- 
gator who threw him out, revealed 
today in disclosing the full story of 
the incident. 

Lt. Koske, 28 years old, is on 
leave, visiting his wife and year- 
old son, Mike, here. 

“T’ve been reluctant to talk about 
the action,” he said, “but there are 
reports of the incident that should 
be corrected, 

“I’ve read that Sgt. Weaver was 

dropped out over his ‘pitiable pro- 
tests.’ That is not true. There 
were no pitiable protests. Weaver 
himself made the decision. I will 
never in all my life be able to un- 
derstand how he was able to think, 
how he was able to make a deci- 
sion. But he did.” 
, Weaver was wounded by a Ger- 
man shell that Killed the co-pilot as 
the Fortress was coming in to 
bomb Hanover. The shell nearly 
tore Weaver’s arm off, and he fell 
from his top turret position to the 
plane’s passageway. He was 
dropped from the plane by Lt. 
Koske in the hope that Germans 
might find him immediately and 
give him medical attention that 
would save his life. 

Maj. Gen. Frederick L, Anderson, 
commanding general of the Eighth 
Air Force, revealed recently that 
the Germans had found Weaver 
and that he had lived. He officially 
commended Lt. Koske Monday for 
saving the Sergeant’s life. 

“T cannot understand why 

Weaver was conscious at all,” Lt. 
Koske said. “A bone had been 
shattered in his arm and it was 
hanging by a muscle. It was 
spurting blood so fast that I did 
not think he could live long enough 
for me to get a tourniquet on the 
arm, 
“But I managed to get one on, 
over the shoulder, because there 
was not enough arm stump left 
to twist the cord. 

“He did not speak—he could not 
speak—but was conscious all the 
time and his mind was clear. He 
was cool in the face of death. I 
have never seen such heroism. He 
understood everything. As I 
worked he pointed with his right 
hand to the escape hatch. 

“He told me with that gesture 
that he wanted to be thrown out.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 16 (AP).— 
The Senate Finance Committee, 
working on the House-passed rev- 
enue bill, moved today to collect 
more money from the individual 
taxpayer. 

The action involved: 

Refusal to intergrate’ the 
Victory tax with income tax, as 
the House proposed to do. 

Adoption of the House plan 
for abolishing the earned in- 
come credit in tax returns. 

It was estimated these moves, in 
combination, would increase col- 
lections from individuals by about 
540 million dollars. 

From the overall standpoint, 
these and other Senate committee 
revisions would increase antici- 
pated new revenue from the bill 
from the House figure of $2,140,- 
000,000 to $2,395,000,000, 

The Senators voted to change 
the Victory tax to a straight 3 
per cent levy on income above $624 

year, in place of the present 5 
per cent tax with postwar credit 
features, 

Present individual income tax 
rates were left unchanged, 

According to committee experts, 
the House, in intergrating the 
Victory tax with the, regular indi- 
vidual income tax rates, adopted a 
series of changes which virtually 
cancelled each other. Hence, they 
said, when the Senators rejected 
the integration plan but voted to 
wipe out the earned income credit, 
there was a gain in anticipated 
revenue of 600 million dollars, 

The Victory tax change sub- 
tracted 60 m''!'non, leaving a net 

gain of 540 million,

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Fred Ellis, Negro, today stuck to 
his story that he had nothing to 
do with the murder of Mrs. Mary. 
Santo in a robbery last Sunday, 
unshaken by results of a lie de 
tector test. which recorded agita- 
tion on his part each time he an- 
swered a question relating to the 
crime. 

Ellis voluntarily took the test 
after Jesse Sanford, Negro, signed 
a confession asserting that he and 
Ellis killed Mrs. Santo in her farm 
home near Pacific, Franklin Coun- 
ty, attacking her with brass 
knuckles and root beer botties, and 
setting her clothing afire. 

The lie detector test was con- 
ducted yesterday at St. Louis Po- 
lice Headquarters by Detective 
Sgt. Oliver H. Kortjohn. Informed 
that the test would indicate 
whether; he was lying, and that 
he did not have to submit to it, 
Ellis said, “I want to take it.” 

_A blood pressure cup attached 
to his arm and a band wrapped 
around his chest to record rate of 
respiration, Ellis was questioned 
for more than an hour, his an- 
swers being restricted to “yes” or 
“no.” At intervals a query relat- 
ing to the crime was interspersed, 
and each time such a question 
came up, Ellis’ answer was accom- 
panied by a sharp rise in blood 
pressure, Kortjohn reported. . 

The questiong dealing with the 
crime were: 

“Did you hit that woman?” 

“Were you with Sanford Sunday 
morning?” | 

“Have you ever seen . Sanford’s 
‘knucks’?” 

Ellis answered each of these 
queries in the negative, and re- 
fused to change his story when 
shown he visual evidence of his 
reaction on an automatic graph. 

After the test Ellis was removed 
by State Highway Patrolmen to 
the undisclosed place of detention 
where he and Sanford are held 
awaiting a preliminary hearing on 
a warrant charging them with first 
degree murder. Sanford showed 
police where he had hidden Mrs. 
Santo’s purse after the murder,

TO RECONCILE 
PROPOSALS FOR CONSTITUTION 


VIEWS IN 375 


Resume of Major Questions Indicates Extent 
of Task—Few Reports Are Expected to Be 
‘Ready for Delegates by the Present Dead-|

The delegates are human, sub- 
ject to human emotions and preju- 
dices. The many different opin- 
ions, which just now are becoming 
evident in the committees’ consid- 
eration of the 375 proposals before 
them, result in many instances 
from deep-set convictions regard- 
ing fundamental principles of gov- 
ernment, in other instances from 
sectiona] or political prejudices, It 
is the job of the committees to 
reconcile these differences insofar 
as that is possible and to produce 
for the consideration of the dele- 
gates on the floor the best consid- 
ered judgment of a majority on 
each committee. ; : 

Many Compromises Likely. 

It is not an easy task. It re- 
quires patience and can be brought 
to a conclusion on all of the more 
important subjects only after” ex- 
tended debate. The result in many 
cases is likely to be one of com- 
promise in which the finished 
product will not be exactly what 
anybody wants, but merely the 
best that it seems possible to get. 

Even when the committees com- 
plete their work, the job will be 
subject to at least one extended 
debate on every subject, and two 
debates on those subjects which 
it may be decided advisable to 
take up first in committee of the 
whole. 


State Finance. 

On the subject of state finance 
and taxation alone there are pend- 
ing 67 proposals, 25 of which have 
been referred to the committee on 
finance and 42 to the committee 
on taxation. While there are 
duplications in these proposals, 
while some differ only slightly 
from others, and while some are 
of minor interest, nearly all have 
their ardent supporters and just 
as ardent opponents. 

They involve such questions as 
changing the date of the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year, the effort 
bitterly contested by flublic utility 
interests to permit cities to ac- 
quire municipal utility plants by 
a majority vote, the limitation of 
county and municipal indebted- 
ness, the classification of property 
to permit taxation of intangibles 
at lower rates than other property, 
the exemption of bank deposits 
from taxation, exemption of home- 
steads from taxation, the extent to 
which religious, charitable and 
educational corporations shall be 
exempted from taxation, the ear- 
marking of funds for specific pur- 
poses, such as settig aside one- 
half of sales tax revenue for old- 

e pensions.

Is or not one of many others 
before these committees that is 
not a subject of controversy. 


judicial Proposals. 

The committee on the Judicial 
Department has 36 proposals, most 
of them dealing with the intrica- 
cies of the organization and func- 
tioning of the courts. Of all pro- 
posals before the convention the 
one to repeal the new nonpartisan 
court plan has developed the most 
bitter contest, and with it the 
committee probably will have 
greater difficulty than with any 
other. 
But in addition to that there are 
geveral proposals for complete re- 
organization of the appellate 
courts, setting up a much broader 
judicial system than the present 
one, increasing the size of the Su- 
preme Court, combining the Su- 
preme Court and the three Courts 
of Appeals, creating a judicial 
council for judicial administrative 
purposes, supplanting the discred- 
ited justice of the peace court sys- 
tem with magistrate courts pre- 
gided over by lawyer-judges, and 
setting up a method of appeal to 
the courts from rulings of admin- 
istrative boards, bureaus and com- 
missions. 

The members of the Judicial De- 
partment Committee are lawyers 
and that, of course, means there 
are many different opinions and 
many different shades of the same 
opinions.

On the questions of local govern- 
ment there are a total of 40 pro- 
posals before the committee on 
local government dealing general- 
ly with the counties@and cities 
throughout the State, and 46 pro- 
posals before the committee on lo- 
cal government dealing with the 
problems peculiar to St. Louis, St. 
Louis County and Jackson County 
(Kansas City). 

These involve the problem of 
eonsolidation of St. Louis and St. 
Louis County, an extension of the 
limits of St. Louis, and a consoli- 
dation of services through the crea- 
tion of a metropolitan district with- 
out actual territorial consolidation. 
These represent different sugges- 
tions for the solution of a govern-

apart as it is possible to be in their 
views. Most of the delegates from 
other parts of the State are dis- 
posed to do nothing on the subject 
in the absence of a St. Louis-St. 
Louis County agreement on a solu- 
tion, and there seems to be no pos- 
sibility that such an agreement will 
be reached, 

Also before these committees are 
such important subjects as the 
granting of home rule to counties, 
particularly St. Louis County, per- 
mitting them to frame their own 
charters for any kind of govern- 
ment they want, the county man- 
ager form or any other. Then 
there is the proposal to avVolish 
the useless office of coroner and 
substitute medical examiners to 
provide professional and scientific 
services. 

In addition, there are the pro- 
posals to provide a workable sys- 
tem for consolidation of rural 
counties, to repeal the expensive, 
township organization system in 
use in 24 counties, proposals to 
abolish the fee system for county 
and municipal officials which ex- 
ists in many county and municipal 
offices. Pending here as well as 
in the committee on finance is the 
proposal covering issuance of rey- 
enue bonds by municipalities, 


Executive Changes. 

Pending in the committee on 
the executive department are 35 
proposals dealing with the State 
governmental setup, many widely 
different views being represented. 
Of major importance in the com- 
mittee are several proposals to 
abolish the present system of 
electing all State officials and 
substituting a cabinet form of 
government in which only the 
Governor, the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor and possibly the State Au- 
ditor would be elected, all other 
officials to be appointed by the 
Governor. 

This is a highly controversial 
subject. On the one side are the 
delegates Who see the extrav- 
agance and inefficiency of the 
present form with its lack of con- 
centration of responsibility. On 
the other side are those delegates 
who honestly believe such a 
change would be a departure from 
our democratic form of govern- 
ment, and with them are those 
politically-minded delegates who 
are subject to the influence of 
the State capitol politicians. 

Establishment of a merit sys- 
tem and an improved budget sys- 
ra are also before this commit- 
ee, ' 


Legislative Proposals. 

The committee on the legisla- 
tive department has 52 proposals, 
including that for a unicameral 
Legislature, a reform of legislative 
procedure throygh abolishing com- 
mittee secrecy and the present 
power of legislative committees to 
kill measures without permitting 
them to come to the floor, and 
many proposals for congressional 
and State senatorial redistricting. 
There are proposals to reduce the 
size of the House pf Representa- 
tives, to increase the pay of legis- 
lators, to require the registration 
of lobbyists, and many others. 
Each has its supporters and its 
opponents, and the consideration 
of each means prolonged discus- 
sion in the committee. 

The Initiative and Referendum 
Committee has 13 proposals, each 
containing a different suggestion 
regarding the constitutional pro- 
vision covering the subject. Some 
would abolish the initiative and 
referendum entirely. Others would 
abolish it as to amendments to 
the Constitution. Others, as to 
statutory acts. Still others would 
make its use more difficult by in- 
creasing the number of signers re- 
quired to petitions, or prohibiting 
personal solicitation of signers. 

There are six proposals before 
the Labor Committee, dealing with 
the right of collective bargaining, 
requiring the incorporation of 
labor unions and making them re- 
sponsible under the law for their 
acts, and guaranteeing the right 
of public employes to organize 
unions. 


Educational Changes. 

The Committee on Education 
has 24 proposals, the chief being 
a reorganization of the Depart- 
ment of Education through the 
creation of a State board which 
would select the State Superin- 
tendent of Education instead of 
having him elected, as at present. 
It also has problems concerned 
with the investment of school 
funds, the guaranteeing of equal 
salaries for Negro teachers with 
those of white teachers of equal 
training. 

While the Cemmittee on Agri- 
culture and Conservation has only 
eight proposals, they include sev- 
eral for a complete reorganization 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
and the attempt to abolish the

Russias Pact 
With Czechs

T Moscow, and again at 

Teheran, Russia agreed to join 

forces with Great Britain, the 
United States, China and all the 
other peace-loving nations, great 
and small, in building a new world 
order based on the principle of col- 
lective security, 

It is evident, however, that the 
Soviet leaders, hard-boiled realists 
all, are by no means convinced 
that a new League of Nations (or 
the rehabilitation of the existing 
League) will alone be sufficient to 
make Russia secure against future 
attack. 

For that reason the Russian Gov- 
ernment has for some time been 
engaged in building special bar- 
riers to guard against a repetition 
of June 22, 1941. These moves by 
Russia have been both negative 
and positive in their nature. Nega- 
tively, Russia has vetoed plang that 
were in process of evolution dur- 
ing the early years of the war, for 
the creation of something resem- 
bling regional federations §§ in 
Europe, particularly Central and 
Eastern Europe. 

The most notable of these plans 
was that looking toward the cre- 
ation of a _ Polish-Czecho-Slovak 
customs union after the war. Rus- 
sia's hostile attitude with regard 
to this arrangement is said to stem 
from the bitter memories of the 
“cordon sanitaire” with which the 
Allies sought to surround the 
Soviet Union during the last post- 
war period. 


To be sure, both the Polish and 
Czecho-Slovak Governments-in-Ex- 
ile strongly denied that any Polish- 
Czecho-Slovak entente in the eco- 
nomic or political spheres would in 
any degree be anti-Russian in ori- 
entation. These denials can be 
taken at their face value,

Austria’s Position. 


UT the Russians were fearful 

that whatever their original 
motivation, such arrangements 
might ultimately be pointed against 
them. In any event, the Krem- 
lin’s veto inhibited further discus- 
sions of the proposed Polish- 
Czecho-Slovak customs union and 
of its Balkan counterpart—the 
Yugoslav-Greek agreement. JIn the 
meantime Russia sigmed a 20-year 
treaty of alliance with Great Brit- 
ain in 1941 and, this week, made a 
similar pact with Czecho-Slovakia; 
both of these alliances were direct- 
ed specifically against Germany. 
But whereas the Anglo-Russian 
pact is exclusive to the two signa- 
tories the Russo-Czecho-Slovak 
pact is open to a third party, the 
protocol annexed to that pact de- 
claring that: 


“Should any third power border- 
ing on the Soviet Union or the 
Czecho-Slovak Republic, and rep- 
resenting in this war an object of 
German aggression, express a de- 
sire to join the present agreement, 
the latter will be given the possi- 
bility of signing this agreement of 
the Soviet Union and the Czecho- 
Slovak Republic, thus making it a 
tripartite agreement.” 


Now as it happens, the defini- 
tion embodied in this protocol, 
would seem to fit not merely Po 
land, as the dispatches point out, 
but also Austria. Certainly, in the 
Moscow declaration, Austria was 
described “as the first free coun- 
try to fall a victim of Hitlerite ag- 
gression,” and Austria borders 
Czecho-Slovakia, though not the 
Soviet Union whereas Poland’s 
frontiers touch both. 


For the time being, however, the 
question of what Austria will do 
The Russo- 
Czecho-Slovak pact does help ex- 
plain why, at Moscow, the future 
of Austria was singled out for spe- 
cial mention. The disappearance 
of Austria in the spring of 1938 
made possible Hitler’s success at 
Munich.

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RUSSIANS PUMP BIG | 


MEAL INTO WOUNDED 
SOLDIER’S ABDOMEN 


Injured Said to Get Through 
Postoperative Period 
With Less Pain. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 16. (AP).— 
Russia’s military surgeons are 
feeding a big meal directly into 
wounded abdomens of their sol- 
diers, with dramatic results. The 


method is described in the first 
issue of the American Review of 
Soviet Medicine, a new publica- 
tion. 

The Russians pump the meal di- 
rectly into an intestine and call it 
“feeding abdominal wounds.” The 


food is pumped even into a per- 


forated intestine after it has been 
closed surgically, 


The menu is nearly one pint of 
milk, two eggs, a cube of butter 
nearly four inches on a side, nearly 
two ounces of sugar, a little salt 
and from 50 to 70 cubic centi- 
meters of distilled alcohol. The 
alcohol amounts to one-tenth to 
three-twentieths of a pint. 


“The satisfactory effects of the 
Spasokukotski method of feeding 
were sometimes evident on the op- 
eration table itself,” P. A. Panikov 
writes. “Frequently we observed 
the color return to the cheeks, lips 
become red and warm to the touch, 
In the majority of cases, the pa- 
tients fell asleep at the end of the 
operation, The pulse, became 
rhythmic, the beat much clearer 
and the breathing deep and regu- 
lar. 

“The injured were able to go 
through the postoperative period 
with much less pain. From the 
third to the fifth day .the patient 
showed a desire to eat.”

AT THE FRONT LINES IN 

ITALY, Dec. 16. (By Wireless). 

E will call it “Battery E” that 

W I’ve been living with. With- 

in the limits of security I'll 

try to tell you in these next few 

columns how we work, live and 

play so you can have some idea 

of how American artillery oper- 
ates in this war. 

Our artillery has played a huge 
part .all through the Mediterra- 
nean fighting. It was good even 
last spring, and it has grown bet- 
ter all the time. The Germans 
fear it almost more than anything 
we have. 

We've got plenty of it, and 
plenty of ammunition, too. The 
artillery is usually a few miles 
back of the front-line infantry, 
although there have been cases 
beer in Italy where artillerymen 
have actually been under machine- 
gun fire, 

In 99 cases out of 100 an artil- 
leryman never sees what he’s 
shooting at, and in 9 cases out of 
10 he never knows what he’s 
shooting at. Somebody just gives 
him a set of figures over his tele- 
phone. He sets his gun by those 
figures, rams in a shell, pulls the 
lanyard and gets ready for the 
next one, 

He usually shoots over a hill, and 
here in Italy the men say they’re 
getting sick of going around one 
hill and always finding another 
one just like it ahead of them. 
They sure wish they could get out 
in the open country and shoot at 
something just once that didn’t 
have a hill in front of it. 


Beauty of Country. 
HIS country where we are 
T fighting now is fertile in the 
valleys and is farmed up on 
the lower slopes of the hills, but is 
wild and rocky on the upper 
ridges. The valleys are wide, very 
flat, well populated and well 
farmed, You never saw more beau- 
tiful country. I had no idea south- 
ern Italy was so beautiful. 
It rains almost constantly and

HEIR transport plane, the. Flying Dutchman, wrecked in the 

Owen Stanley range in New Guinea, those left of the 23 men 

aboard twice divided their ranks in order to get help. 

First the four strongest men were sent ahead. Six days later, 
with rations vanishing and no hope in sight, a second party decided 


to try its luck. 


George Kershner, only one of 
the plane’s three crew members to 
escape death in the crash, was one 
of the second party. He continued 
his story: 

“By this time we had wandered 
through so many ravines and let 
ourselves down over so many 
cliffs and crawled on our knées 
so far that we were getting in- 
coherent even in talking to each 
other. At night we began to just 
fall down where we were and 
sleep. 

“On the morning of the fifteenth 
day Sgt. Edward P. Holleman of 
Hudsonville, Mich., began by say- 
ing ‘This is our biggest day com- 
ing up.’ And of all things, what 
did we find but a little village 
trail so plain and clear you could 
not miss it. This little path was 
the first sign of man in more than 
two weeks. 

“We rested there for two hours. 
I was dead beat, but I would have 
crawled along on my belly. I never 
felt like that before. I was réad- 
ing a page a day from a little 
prayerbook I had. It seems as 
though only the will to live and 
the grace of Almighty God get you 
there. 


Fed by Natives. 

“We followed the trail down and 
after about a mile and a half we 
found a little hut with a bag of 
native potatoes in it. It was 
Thanksgiving day, and we felt like 
the Pilgrims. First we thought 


we would stay there until someone. 


came up. Then we thought we 
heard animals, big ones. Then 
John W. Moberly of Oakland and 
Holleman came upon two youths. 

“They had had some experience 
with Papuans, and were able to 
keep them from getting fright- 
ened. They led us to a place 
where there was a party of three 
men, three womn and some kids. 
They gave us potatoes, squashes, 
one banana and a@ piece of sugar 
cane the size of a pencil. You get 
so weak you don’t get any hun- 


grier, but this brought our hunger 
back. 

“These people were really primi- 
tive. They understood no pidgin. 
They were traveling themselves, 
were far from their gardens and 
short of food. We spent Nov. 28 
there with them, and next day 
started out with the two young 
men, while the travelers went 
slowly off up the mountains. 

“Both heels of my shoes were 
gone and I couldn’t keep my bal- 
ance. And I couldn’t grip any- 
thing to keep from falling on ac 
count of my infected hand. 

“That night we put up at the 
first place with a name which 
we'd met. It wa’ called Badiga- 
Badiga, the two youths said. It 
was a kind of intermediate village 
and consisted of two huts. The two 
Papuans built a fire by sawing a 
thong between forked sticks, and 
cooked us green bananas and half 
a pawpaw. Then they tried to 
show us the way to go and left us. 


Find Native Gardens. 


“We wasted a day finding we 
had set out the wrong way, then 
worked back, very hungry again, 
to an old native garden. On the 
morning of Dec. 1 we climbed a 
mountain and by luck found a 
large garden. We got enough food 
there for two days and built a 
fire that night. Over!on the next 
mountain we could see a couple of 
huts, and that looked hopeful. 

“All day Dec. 2 we spent going 
down and climbing up ravines and 
at evening we walked into a vil- 
lage of 15 huts. But it was sealed 
up and had been deserted a long 
time, The gardens Were all gone 
to pieces, and there was just one 
struggling palm tree that had 
happened to have its seed lodged 
way up here. That palm tree had 
been the whole reason for the 
existence of the 15 huts, but now 
it looked like Goldsmith’s ‘De- 
serted Village.’ 

“It simply made our hearts sink

The Whisky Problem 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your leading editorial of Monday, 
you suggest additional Federal liquor 
controls. This rather astonishes me, for 
already the Government has done almost 
everything that could be done to help 
the bootlegger. 

Our prohibition experiment proved the 
people insist on drinking alcohol and 
otherwise law-abiding citizens will go 
to any length to get it. Knowing this, 
the Federal Government stopped com- 
pletely the manufacture of beverage al- 
cohol and on top of this, raised the taxes 
on liquor to a point where the making 
of illegal whisky was profitable enough 
to justify the risk. To make doubly 
sure the bootleggers will become ve 
rich, even after the necessary expenses 
of bribing law officers and killing rivals, 
Congress now proposes to increase the 
whisky tax 50 per cent. Al Capone at 
the height of his power never had the 
soft snap that is developing for the gang- 
ster now. 

Four-year-old whisky is drinkable but 
not good. What is very important is 
that new whisky can be doped up to pass 
as four years old, yet Senator Van Nuys, 
chairman of the investigating committee, 
proposes to force all legal whisky on the 
market as it reaches four years old. This 
would complete the partnership between 
the Government and the bootlegger and 
is too ridiculous to seem possible. 

Rationing will not work as long as 
there is a plentiful supply of illegal whis- 
ky. If the Government would permit 
the manufacture of some gin to relieve 
the demand for whisky and would re- 
duce the whisky tax so illegal manufac- 
ture would not be profitable, then ration- 
ing might be practical, 

The reduced receipts from liquor taxes 
would be offset by the reduced expenses 
of law enforcement.

The Insurance Scandal 


Members of both houses of Congress who have 
been on the verge of knuckling down to the 
demands of the fire .insurance lobby will have 
to consider the disclosures by the Department of 
Justice of how the lobby raises a huge slush fund 
for the very purpose of bringing pressure to 
bear on lawmakers, 

If these facts do not enrage enough Congress- 
men to cause the overwhelming defeat of the 
lobby’s special-interest bills, then we have come, 
indeed, to a low state of public morals. 

What the insurance lobby is doing in connec- 
tion with the pending legislation is in itself 
enough to justify the investigation of the whole 
stock fire insurance business proposed in a reso- 
lution by Representative Lynch of New York. 
What should make such an inquiry imperative 
is the Justice Department’s charge that the huge 
gross profit of the industry—60 to 66 per cent 
of the premiums collected from policyholders— 
covers up a secret source of cash for political 
purposes. . 

What the insurance companies are trying to get 
from Congress is immunity from prosecution to 
which they might be subject if the Supreme Court, 
in a pending.case, sustains the Government’s con- 
tention that insurance is interstate commerce. 

So smoothly was the lobby at work through its 
high-pressure Washington office and through the 
vast array of insurance agents all over the 
country that House and Senate committees speed- 
ily reported favorably on its immunity bills. 

Fortunately, men like Senator O’Mahoney and 
Representatives Celler and Russell raised the flag 
of warning, opening up debate in which the pub- 
lic interest at last is getting a hearing and the 
insurance lobby is being exposed. 

How the fire insurance companies concealed 
the source of the money used to pay off Tom 
Pendergast and to bribe former Missouri Insur- 
ance Superintendent O’Malley is described in the 
report made public by the Department of Justice. 
These funds, the report points out, were concealed 
“under the innocent heading, ‘Board dues, fees, 
inspections and surveys.’” | 

The fire insurance companies take in a billion 
dollars a year in premiums, and pay out less 
than 40 per cent of that in losses, the Govern- 
ment discloses. The difference—a gross profit of 
more than 600 million dollars—is the fund into 
which the corporations dip for extraordinary ex- 
penses, such as bribery and putting pressure on 
Congressmen. ‘ 

The policyholders pay the bill in excessive 
rates. But it is the little man, the home owner, 
the small business proprietor, who gets soaked, 
the Justice Department says. Competition forces 
the insurance companies to make special rates 
for giant corporations; for instance, the grocery 
and 10-cent store chains. An Interstate Under- 
writers’ Board fixes the rates for the chains. . 

Said the Department of Justice: “As a matter 
of fact, no other American trade or industry is 
so fundamentally interstate in its nature as fire 
insurance.” 

This, of course, is a question for the Supreme 
Court to decide. And Congress, instead of join- 
ing in a conspiracy to throttle the court in ad- 
vance, should, on the other hand, exercise the 
utmost diligence to see that the people are pro- 
tected from one of the most shameful attempts 
in recent history to railroad through Congress 
special interest legislation for these corporations, 

The Lynch resolution is Congress’ opportunity 
to turn the searchlight on all phases of the fire 
insurance business, to bring it before the bar of 
public opinion, to turn the industry’s brazen at- 
tempt at evasion of law into comprehensive Fed- 
eral regulation of practices which states’ laws 
cannot reach, 


A Railroad Strike? 

A railroad strike in war-time? John L. Lewis’ 
coal strike was disastrous enough, with its pro- 
duction loss of 40 million tons of fuel, and its 
contribution to what Secretary Ickes calls the 
worst fuel crisis in the nation’s history. To para- 
lyze the railroads—the nervous system of our 
whole domestic war effort—would be a species 
of national madness.

Before the country gets too excited about the 
prospect of a railroad strike, however, it should 
be remembered that there is a vast difference be- 
tween a strike threat and an actual walkout; that 
the leaders of the railroad brotherhoods, unlike 
John L. Lewis, have a well-balanced background; 
that, as in all such great controversies, there are 
two sides to the argument; that these two sides 
will be threshed out over the conference table; 
and, finally, that the Federal Government must 
and will use all its powers to prevent what cer- 
tainly would be a calamity. | 
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That Public Ownership Plot 


It’s all a plot—this move in the Constitutional 
Convention to give municipalities the right to 
issue revenue bonds by majority vote for acquir- 
ing utility plants. That at least is the version 
given at a hearing by Samuel W. Fordyce of St. 
Louis, spokesman for the privately owned utili- 
ties of Missouri. 

Fordyce named the conspirators, too: an engi- 
neer, an investment company and a firm that 
wants to sell engines. “Thé investment houses,” 


he said, “know they can make big profits from 


the bill.” 

The utilities, now working so hard to block 
the proposal, aren’t by any chance interested in 
profits, are they? 

No, it appears they are interested only in sav- 
ing Missouri cities from a heavy burden of taxa- 
tion, to hear their spokesman tell it. If the local 
private utility plant is no longer paying taxes, 
then the citizens will have to make up its share 
from their pockets—so his version runs, 


However, the utilities can stop worrying about 
this, since Wade W. Maupin, author of the pro- 
posal, has described the experience of his home 
city, Carrollton. Its electric and water plant 
have been publicly owned for two years, he said, 


, and customers get the same rates as when the 


plant was privately owned, The plant has used 


thousands of dollara for a sinking fund, replace- 
ments, payments to the city and retiring of obli- 
gations, and the city’s tax rate hag been reduced 
from 65 to 40 cents on the $100. Carroliton’s 
experience has been duplicated in hundreds of 
other cities. - 

Instead of a plot, this is a move to enable cities 
to embark on municipal ownership, if they want 
to do so, on the same terme as those now en- 
joyed by the private utilities. If the ventures 
aren’t successful, they will hasten back to the 
former system. Apparently the utilities don't 
want them even to try public ownership. Isn’t 
that the real explanation for their vigorous fight 
on the proposal? 


A Wonderful Phrase, But— 


St. Louis, Kansas City and other Missouri com- 
munities would be given a larger measure of home 
rule, under a proposal of a subcommittee of the 
Constitutional Convention’s Local Government 
Committee, As applied to St. Louis, it would 
mean that the St. Louis city administration could 
be placed in entire control of all City Hall offices, 
including the ‘city-State offices of Recorder of 
Deeds, Collector, License Collector, City Treasurer 
-—and the Police Department. : 

There ig merit in the proposal as applied to 
some of these offices, but it is time to stop, look 


and listen when anyone suggests that the Police . 


Department be turned. over to the city adminis- 
tration. Our present chairman of the Police 
Board is so wretchedly incompetent that his 
ouster has been recommended by a grand jury 
report, but let us not be blinded by an occasional 
appointive flaw in the present system by which 
the Police Board is controlled by the Governor. 
By and large, this system has worked admir- 
ably. St. Louis has been spared the scandals and 
lawlessness that have been the lot of other cities 
where city political machines have used the enor- 
mous power of the police to consolidate their 
positions. Chicago is a horrible example of the 
breakdown of law enforcement by corrupt politi- 
cians working through equally corrupt police. 
Missouri does not forget what happened in 
Kansas City after Boss Pendergast, by virtue of 
a court decision, seized control of the Police De- 
partment. It does not forget the epic battle in 
the Legislature when Gov. Stark succeeded in re- 
gaining control of the Kansas City police. This 
wag one of the red-letter chapters in the war to 
break ithe Pendergast domination of Missouri. 
Home rule is a wonderful phrase and is often 
a wonderful thing, but it will take more than 
pretty wérds to convince St. Louis, despite a 
Huffman now and then, that the police should 


. be turned over to the city administration. 
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End of the Secrecy Policy 


The vigilance with which—ag the result of 
unpleasant past experiences—the St. Louis public 
watches the doings of its School Board justified 
itself again Tuesday, when the members voted, 
7 to 3, to abolish secret committee meetings, 

Without the emphatic surge of popular opinion, 
it is unlikely that the board would have receded 
from its decision to transact the people's busi- 
ness behind closed doors. The Fieischli resolution 
would have been rejected outright, or the effort 
to delay action by referring the matter to a 
special committee would have carried. In that 
event; Mrs, Friede’s conception of the press as a 
nuisance, rather than as the eyes and ears of 
a'public entitled to know what its officials are 
doing, would have prevailed. 

Some members of the board opposed the secrecy 
policy from the start, but without public opinion 
on their side, they wouldn’t have had a chance 
against the advocates of star-chamber sessions, 
The demonstration of public watchfulness should 
convince the die-hards that the people are not 
going to tolerate any shenanigans on the board. 
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Price Control, a War Aim 


The subsidies bill offered yesterday by Senator 
Taft of Ohio does not propose compromise; it 
merely accepts defeat under another name. Sen- 
ator Taft is willing to sacrifice the subsidies on 
beéf, milk and butter, which are the principal 
objects of the farm bloc’s hatred. 

Price Administrator Bowles has served notice 
that without subsidies we can expect meat to rise 
2 to 6 cents a pound, milk 1 cent a quart, butter 
4% cents a pound—to begin with. And we can 
expect that, once the beginning has been made, 
there will be no stopping. 

Organized labor, already in a threatening mood 
over rising living costs, cannot be expected to 
accept uncontrolled inflation in the prices of beef, 
butter and milk without demanding—and getting 
—Wwage increases, Railroad workers, steel work- 
ers, aluminum workers, coal miners—millions of 
trades unionists who are not going to take a 
beating sitting down are watching the outcome 
of the congressional debate over subsidies. 

‘Toying with the dynamite of inflation as it is, 
Congress is actually imperiling the victory of 
our arms before we have won it. For inflation 
is a cause of war, and until we learn how to pre- 
vent it at home there is little promise of our out- 
standing success in helping other nations to pre- 
vent it, 

If it had not been for the terrible inflation 
which the German people, went through in the 
several years immediately following the false

armistice, they would not have suffered the ex-' 


tremity of disillusionment that made them so 
ripe for the jingoistic Hitler’s plucking. 

Inflation, having helped to cost us the last 
peace, is now ceaselessly at work trying to cost 
us the,next, Italy is a present extreme example; 
the suffering caused when prices get out of con- 
trol is taking a deadly toll of Italian confidence 
in American and British ability. Our enemies 
face the same difficulties in the East Indies, 
where Japan is seeing all her efforts at ingratia- 
tion nullified by her inability to control prices. 

Ability to keep prices from running amuck 
will be one of the attributes of nations fit to 
wield world influence in the future. There is a 
good place for the United States to start practic- 
ing: at home; a good time for the practicing to 
start: now.

Industry secks legislation to save itself from prosecution, says 
Congressman in minority report on bills which woul] declare it 
outside interstate commerce; enactment would be a special favor, 
intended to forestall action by the Supreme Court in a pending case. 


Statement of Representative Emanuel Celler of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee, Concurred in by Representatives Wm. T. Byrne and Sam M. Russell 


Much was heard at the hearings and in 
the cloakrooms that the very existence of 
the United States fire insurance companies 
was threatened; that there was a gigantic 
acheme on the part of the administration to 
destroy states’ rights and local self-govern- 
ment. 

Frankly, I am convinced that neither 
states’ rights, local self-government or Fed- 
eral regulation, etc., have anything to do 
with this case. They are dust storms raised 
to hide the real issues. 

Stripped of all trappings, these bills are 
simply an attempt to secure immunity from 
prosecution for fire insurance companies 
charged with criminal conspiracy to fix 
rates, 

If we pass any of these bills, I would 
say that we have come to a pretty low level 
in public decency and morals. It would 
mean that any special group of defendants 
in a criminal indictment could successfully 
come to Cengress, be they bootleggers, 
racketeers, OPA ceiling violators, toupe- 
makers, pretzel-benders, doctors, lawyers, 
Indian chiefs, and say “we should not be 
prosecuted on a pending indictment.” 


Would Trip the Justices 


I¢ there had been no indictment of 196 
fire insurance companies by-a Federal 
grand jury at Atlanta, there would have 
been no bills. If the insurance companies 
are successful in their campaign for these 
bills, then any defendants in anti-trust suits 
would be justified in getting similar immu- 
nity bills passed. 


The proposed legislation is an attempt 
to break down legal machinery, an attempt 
to put broomsticks between the legs of the 
Justices of the Supreme Court, before which 
tribunal the case against the fire insurance 
companies is pending. 

Why shouldn’t the law take its course? 
Why should these insurance companies 
have the rare privilege of Congress interven- 
ing in their behalf in a criminal law suit? 
Assuredly, no special interests legislation 
should be enacted in the face of the grave 
abuses charged against the companies. 


State regulation or no state regulation is 
beside the point. If these bills pass, the 
very foundations of the anti-trust laws 
will be destroyed. If an insurance monopoly 
be declared exempt, sacrosanct, under the 
Sherman-Clayton acts, then an aluminum 
monopoly, a drug monopoly, an American 
Medical Association monopoly in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, would be justified in 
applying for exemption. We would whittle 
away the anti-trust laws to the merest chip. 


Light on Real Purpose 


Fate has turned a clarifying beam of light 
upon the real purpose of these bills which, 
as I have already stated, is to get defend- 
ants out of a criminal action. 


There is now pending in the Supreme 
Court another case raising the identical 
issue presented to the Court in the Depart- 
ment of Justice’s prosecution of fire insur- 
ance companies. 
Polish National Alliance vs. National Labor 
Relations Board, in which the Circuit Court 
of Appeals for the Seventh Circuit held 
that insurance is interstate commerce and 
that it also affects interstate commerce. 


The distinguished Attorney General, 
Francis Biddle, in a statement before the 


I refer to the case of, 


joint subcommittee of the House and Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committees, stated, “We have 
evidence of numerous cases in which stock 
companies have boycotted and threatened 
to boycott hotels and stores because they 
placed their insurance or a portion of it 
with mutual or independent stock fire in- 
surance companies,” 


Vicious Practices Described 


I urge that the members read the very 
illuminating statement of Attorney Geferal 
Biddle. He provided us with a glimpse of 
the complaints that led the Department of 
Justice to act. 

“Even complaining about the Southeast- 
ern Underwriters’ Association,” writes an 
Alabama business man, “is a dangerous 
thing, since one is helpless without their 
underwriters.” A Southern insurance agent 
writes that the combine was threatening to 


close him out because his brother worked © 


for an independent company; “I must either 
make my brother give up his business or 
I must give up mine.” 


A vicious practice is known as separation, 
If an agent writes for an outside or 
“marked” company, he is immediately 
stripped of his privileges. That is, he can- 
not write for any of the companies of the 
Southeastern Underwriters’ Association. If 
an independent company takes any insur- 
ance that is only “privileged” to be directed 
to a member company, and that independent 
company refuses to give up the business, 
that company is punished and boycotted. 
None of the member companies will do 
business with it. It is refused all under- 
writing and is otherwise ostracized. 


State Supervision a “Mirage” 


The whole country is divided into trade 
associations and rate bureaus, By the use 
of these rate bureaus and underwriting 
associations, the entire fire insurance busi- 
ness of the country is rigidly controlled, 
To say that there is successful supervision 
by the states over these rates is simply to 
envisage a mirage in the desert. 


This failure’of state controls explains the 
wide and profitable margin between the 
billion dollars they collect in premiums and 
the 400 million they pay out in indemnity. 
The difference is gross profit—a rather tidy 
sum, The rates bear no real relation to the 
risk. The combines fix whatever rates they 
can get away with, Not only are the profits 
high but the protection money is plentiful. 


The Attorney General pointed out that 
116 of the companies involved in the pending 
case .were among the 142 which raised a 
fund of $446,000 in 1936 to bribe the Missouri 
Superintendent of Insurance and others. 


In fact, the present case in Georgia orig- 
inated as a result of the plea of the Attorney 
General of Missouri! to the Department of 
Justice. He said that his efforts to prose- 
cute companies in his state were rendered 
impossible because the rate-fixing conspira- 
cies were part of a vast interstate scheme, 
operating as a unit, and that the laws of 
his state, carefully conceived and properly 
executed, could not reach the huge combine.

Hope for More Abundant Life 
As Result of Food Conference 


“Food Enough,” by John D. Black. (The Jaques Cat- 
tell Press, Lancaster, Pa.) 

Prof. Black, professor of economiés at 

Harvard and author of “Mankind at the 
Crossroads” and “Parity, Parity, Parity,” 
served as a member of the economic panel 
of the Interim Commission of the United 
Nations Food Conference. His background 
as a farmer, teacher of economics and as @ 
Government adviser on agriculture prob- 
lems has given him a keen insight into the 
vexing but all-important food production 
problem, 
. In “Food Enough,” he reviews food needs 
for our armed forces, for war workers, 
civilians and for our allies and friendly na- 
tions. His subjects range from cantaloupes 
to credit, from labor to lend-lease, from 
wages to Henry Agard Wallace. 

The fact-packed volume is liberally sprin- 
kled with informative tidbits: “Eight tons 
of war material must accompany every sol- 
dier wherever he goes, and then he needs 
one ton a month to support him... . Enough 
meat is being produced in this country te 
supply each individual with 124 pounds of 
meat a year, only two pounds less than the 
the national average from 1935 to 1939.” 

Discussing the aim of the food confer 
ence for adequate diets here and in other 
lands, Prof, Black is hopeful. 

“Wherever there are resources of any 
kind, agricultural or other, which have not 
been developed fully,” he writes, “capital 
and technical aid would be made available, 
For thus would everybody be put to work 
and to producing, and thus would come the 
more abundant life.” 

Ably handled from a professional view- 
point, Prof. Black’s newest book seems 
to be a bit too statistical and technical for 
popular consumption.

Shortages of paper and other materials 
have de this publishing season one in 
which attractive books were rare. Coarse 
paper, narrow margins, skimpy bindings, 
smudgy illustrations (if any) have been 
the rule. 

By some feat of publishing magic, Ran- 
dom House has managed to overcome war 
handicaps, and has launched its new 
Illustrated Modern Library series with five 
volumes that are handsome specimens of 
book designing. Each has many excellent 
illustrations (some in color), clear type, 
good paper, exceptionally attractive bind- 
ing and is individually boxed. Not the least 
amazing thing about them is the price 
—$1.50 a volume. 

The titles chosen are classics that ap- 
pear regularly on lists of the best 10 or 
best 20 works in world literature, They are:

Dickens’ “Pickwick Papers,” Fielding’s “Tom 
Jones,” the Bible and “The Wisdom of Con- 
fucius” (translated and edited by Lin Yu- 
tang). Ten more of the series will appear

The new Modern Library books will be 
an adornment to any shelf. The series has 
traveled a long way since the first somber 
little volumes of 20-odd years ago, with 
their oilcloth odor and their. tendency to 
stick together in warm weather, The mer- 
ger of good literature and masa production 
can now be pronounced a success,

POLICY WITHOUT ENTANGLEMENTS 


T 


WO distant and unsettled regions of the world have come within 
the range of our. diplomacy, and in respect to each of them the 
formation of an American policy is necessary. On region is that 


broad belt of territory which stretches from the Baltic Sea to the 
Mediterranean and lies between Russia and Germany. The second 
comprises the lands, predominantly Moslem in religion and culture, 
which extend across Northern Africa and the Middle East to the 


borders of India. 


The more clearly we can define 
the American interest in each re- 
gion, the more sure-footed and ac- 
ceptable will be our policy. 

* . * 


Our greatest concern must be 
to see to it that the complicated 
difficulties in these lands do not 
confuse our minds and then divert 
us from our paramount object, 
which is that this war shall be the 
last great war—the last global war 
in which we are involved—for 
many generations to come. 

There is some danger of our be- 
ing confused and diverted. For 
the main lines of our policy have 
never yet been well defined, and 
we are highly susceptible, there- 
fore, to sentimental and ideological 
propaganda from abroad, and to 
political pressure at home from 
immigrant groups which are not 
yet fully assimilated. 


end U3. S interest Lice. 


HE conferences at Moscow and 

Teheran have shown good rea- 
son for believing that the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of State Hull 
are laying down a line of policy 
which serves the American interest 
in those regions without entangling 
the United States in disputes that 
do not affect us and without mak- 
ing commitments that we could not 
or should not underwrite. Their 
line, if I understand it correctly, 
is to say that if those more di- 
reetly concerned than::we are will 
agree to agree within a framework 
of just principles and to act to- 
gether and not as rivalg‘in an un- 
settled area, then we shall use our 
influence to promote and main- 
tain their agreement to agree. 

Thus, we do not have a special 
American interest in Iran, such as 
we have, for example, in the coun- 
tries which are on the approaches 
to the Panama Canal. But Russia 
and Britain do have special inter 
ests. 

Our concern: is that Iran should 
not become an arena of conflict 
between Russia and Britain; for 
such a conflict would disrupt the 
concert of the powers on which 
we count in order to preserve the 
peace of the world. 

When, therefore, Stalin and 
Churchill agreed on a settlement 
in Iran which does justice to Iran, 
the President was fully warranted 
in subscribing to the agreement. 
He was making on commitment 
which the United States would 
hate to sustain against any out- 
side power; he was merely agree- 
ing to use our good offices, which 
in this particular remote region 
are relatively disinterested, to per- 
petuate an understanding among 
those who are directly interested. 


* * * 

The cruicial point is that our 
Iranian policy is not something we 
pursue as against Russia or Brit- 
ain or Iran itseif. Having no di- 
rect national interest, our policy is 
to help to guard an agreement 
which makes it unnecessary for 
ws to have a special American pol- 
icy in regard to Iran. 

This is the true principle, I be- 
lieve, to which we must adhere in 
the middle European and Middle 
Eastern world—namely, to avoid 


vigilantly and resolutely all temp- 
tation and pressure to pursue a 
separate and competitive Ameri- 
can policy, and to insist upon hold- 
ing ourselves aloof until all the 
states directly interested come to 
agreement. By holding ourselves 
aloof we shall promote agreements 
which are self-sustaining, and we 
shall not fall into the kind of for- 
eign entanglement to which our 
best national traditions have al- 
ways been opposed,

Limits to Be Observed. 

OR we must never make the 

error of thinking that the al- 
ternative to isolation is universal 
“intervention.” The real interests 
of our national security were, as 
most of us have learned since 1941, 


broader than our isolationist pol- 
icy took account of. But that does 
not mean that there are no limits 
to our interests. The world is not 
sO much one world that every na- 
tion ig equally interested in every 
part of it and the formation of a 
sound foreign licy requires a 
Clear understanding of the limits 
as well ag the scope of our inter- 
ests. 

If we were not aware of these 
limits, our diplomaey would be- 
come ineffective and disruptive by 
becoming tee general and too 
meddlesome, Our great object is 
to preserve the peace by matntain- 
ing, clarifying and enlarging the 
grand alliance of the United Na- 
tions which is going to win the 
war. A diplomacy which pretend- 
ed that we were interested in every 
disputed region everywhere would 
easily disrupt the alliance and de- 
feat our object. 

For it would expose our diplo- 
mats, who are not always perfectly 
wise in the ways of the world and 
our publie opinion, which is often 
so innocent, to blandishments that 
we must firmly repel. The blan- 
dishments consist in telling us 
how in the regions remote from 
our interests and where Americans 
appear only in a disinterested role, 
we are so much nobler, so much 
more popular and trusted, than 
are our great allies. Let us beware 
of these siren songs. This is the 
oldest trick in the bag of diplo- 
matic intrigue, to play off one ally 
against another in the hope of 
using him to coerce the other. In 
the Middle East and in middle 
Europe the trick is used to flatter 
us out of our wits as against the 
British, the Russians, the ench, 
as the case may be. There are 
parts of the world nearer home, 
however, where the trick is played 
the other way, that is against the 
United States, 

The Moscow agreement to act 
only when we act jointly in unset- 
tled countries, and the Iran ee- 
ment, are samples and models of 
how to transcend the propaganda 
and intrigue by which we could 
Otherwise become entangled, If 
we adhere to these principles, we 
fan shut the door upon much agi- 
tation here at nome which, how- 
ever poignant its appeal.te our 
sympathies, is a highly undesirable 
interference in American affairs 
and could become intolerable.

T0 CIVILIAN DEFENSE 


Acting National Head Praises 
Work of Units for Part: 
in War Effort.

Citations of merit for “excellent 
service to community and coun- 
try” were awarded to the Defense 
and Service Corps of the St. Louis 
Office of Civilian Defense last 
night by the national OCD at a 
ceremony at Kiel Auditorium. 

In making the presentations to 


Mayor, Aloys P. Kaufmann, who 
in turn delivered them to Nelson 
Cunhff, director of the Service 
Corps, and J. W. McAfee, director 
of the Defense Corps, John B. Mar- 
tin, acting national OCD direc- 
tor, said the contributions of these 


jtwo corps “stand as a marked dis- 


tinction in the nation’s war effort.” 

The citation to the Service Corps 
stated it had performed meritori- 
ous service in the war food pro- 
gram, the nutrition and Victory 
Garden programs and in volunteer 
informational and _ educational 
work of the newspaper men of 
St. Louis. The Defense Corps 
award cited “outstanding achieve- 
ment” of the Auxiliary Fire Serv- 
ice and Police Service during the 
floods of last May. 

These awards, the first te be 
made by the national organization 
to any city, came at the close of 
a two-day convention of OCD state 
directors from 382 states, who met 
here to decide the future policy of 
the organization, Martin pointed

James Phelan of Peoria, M. and 
Master Sgt. Allan A. MacManamy 
ef Detroit, both aerial gunners who 
saw action in the South Pacific, 
They told of the deadly accuracy 
of Japanese bombers and fighters 
and of bitterness of the Allied 
fight to push this Axis partner 
back within the boundaries of its 
own island.

Louis, made an ‘appearance at the 
OCD meeting. A newsreel of the 
battle of Tarawa was shown, de- 
picting the frantic struggle for that 
atoll and the preparedness of its 
Japanese defenders. 

The strength of the Axis in men, 
guns, planes, tanks and ships was 
demonstrated in a motion picture 
entitled “A Report From the War 
Department.” This consisted of 
films captured from Germany and 
Japan and included sequences of 
the “rescue” of Mussolini by Ger-

of Pearl Harbor by the Japanese 
Dec. 7,. 1941,

rimmed all around in the distance 
by cloud-bound mountains, all so 
green in the center and lovely, 
even the least imaginative soldier 
is struck by the uncommon beau- 
ty of the scene. Little stores, farm- 
houses and sheds dot the valley 
and the hillsides. 

Refugee Italians return to their 
homes as soon as the fighting 
moves on beyond them, and re- 
sume their normal business right 
under the noses of the big guns. 
Women drive huge gray hogs past 
the gun pits, and the crews have 
to yell at them when they are 
about to fire. 

Small herds of gray cows that 
leok like Brahmans, except that 
they have no humps, wander up 
and down the trails. Little chil- 
dren stand in line at the battery 
kitchen with tin pails to get what’s 
left over. 

Italian men in old ragged uni- 
forms mosey through the arbors. 
Now and then we stop one and 
question him, but mostly they just 
come and go and nobody pays any 
attention. 

Like the Arabs, they seem un- 
conscious and unafraid of the war- 
fare about them. That is, all ex- 
cept the planes. When German 
planes come over they run and 
hide and quiver with absolute 
terror. It was that way in Sicily 
too. They remember what our 
bombers did. : 

Shells Roar Day and Night. 

HESE lovely valleys and moun- 
J tains are filled throughout the 

day and night with the roar 
of heavy shooting. Sometimes 
there are uncanny silent spells of 
an hour or more. Then it starts 
up again across the country with 
violent fury. 

On my first night at the front I 
slept only fitfully—never very wide 
awake, never deeply asleep, It 
seemed almost impossible to make 
the transition from a place like 
America to the depth of war- 
strewn Italy. All night long the 
valley beside us, and the moun- 
tains and the valleys over the hill, 
were dotted and punctured with 
the great blasts of the guns, 

You could hear the shells chase 
each other through the sky across 
the mountains ahead, making a 
sound like cold wind through the 
leaves on a winter night. Then 
the concussion of the blasts of a 
dozen guns firing at once would 
strike the far mountains across 
the valley and rebound in a great 
mass sound that was prolonged 
with the immensity and the fury 
of an approaching sandstorm. 

Then the nearer guns would fire 


| and the ground under your bedroll 
| would tremble and you could feel 


the awful breath of the blast push 
the tent walls and nudge your 
whole body ever so slightly. And 
through the darkened hodgepodge 
of noise you could occasionally 
pick out, through experience, the 
slightly different tone of German 
shells bursting in our valley. 

It didn’t really seem true. Three 
weeks ago I was in Miami, eating 
fried chicken, sleeping in deep beds 
with white sheets, taking hot baths 
and hearing no sound more vicious 
than the laughing ocean waves and 
the laughter of friends. One 
world was a beautiful dream and 
the other a horrible nightmare, and 
I was still a little bit in each of 
them. 

As I lay on the straw in the 
darkness they became mixed up, 
and I was confused and not quite 
sure which was which.

The Village Councilor. 


“On Dec. 8 we saw two dogs, 
and I was frightened that some- 
thing was going to happen. But 
they just wandered through our 
camp, and a little while later there 
approached a tiny old man with 
two boys. 

“We offered him some of our 
food, and things began to get 
better right off. I saw a round 
medallion on his neck on a chain 
and asked to look on the other 
side. It said ‘Territory of Papua’ 
on the edge and in the middle 
‘Villege Councilor.’ 

“That evening the little boys 
went away and came back with a 
green bundle about the size of a 
cottage ham, wrapped in leaves. 
They made a fire and began throw- 
ing stones on it. Then they undid 
the leaves. It was a ‘possum. They 
cooked it intact. For greens we 
had leaves of squash. It was in- 
toxicating. When the old man 
came back we did not forget to 
share with him. We were learning 


| the ways of food in society. 
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“On Dec. 10 we rested and then 
set out again, much stronger. We 
moved al] day until noon and then 
came to our first real village, a 
kind of duplex village built in two 
layers, They gave us a two-foot 
length of sugar cane, and we 
chewed on it till dark. 

“When we said Port Moresby we 
got no reaction, not knowing that 
they cal] it Kila Kila. But they 
recognized the name Rigo, because 
that was where their medals of 
authority came from. We reeled 
off all the native names we had 
ever heard, Buna, Sanananda, 
Kokoda—names burned in my mind 
like redhot irons—but of course 
they had never heard of these 

laces. It was like reading out the 
ndek of an atlas. 


Port Moresby at Last. 

“The next day we met our first 
policeman, and the day after that 
we got the stuff we needed most 
of all—salt. The salt fatigue began 
to go away. We had given the qid 
man with the ’possum six florins, 
about 12 shillings, and now we 
found two younger councilors and 
raised our fees, giving them more, 
Their guide got a half-quid, too. 

“Next day we found a native 
who had once worked on the 
Kokoda trail. In this village there 
were friendly kids, who had never 
seen a man with white skin. They 


would rub us with their little star-. 


fish hands, Another sign: one of 
the natives had some coffee beans. 

“Finally we came to a place 
called Wiga, where there was a 
mission boy who had actually been 
to the United States—a dizzy jump 
ahead of ourselves. We wrapped a 
note in a gas mask tin and sent 
it ahead to the mission, which 
was ‘three carries away.’ 

“At the foot of the mountain 
car boys met us. 
Kukibago on Dec. 16, and to Mores- 
by on Dec. 20, thanks largely to 
four Australians, a Mr. Norris and 
his wife, an Australian warrant 
officer and his medical aid. 

“At Moresby we met two of the 
four men who had gone ahead for 
help. A search party was already 
out after the plane. Duane But- 
ler, of Homer, Mich., and Frank 
A. Thomas Jr. of Oakdale, Neb., 
had got through, and told how 
Gerald M. Grove of Scranton, Ia., 
and Carlos D. Failing, Big Rap- 
ids, Mich., had drowned grossing 
a stream. They had traveled only 
seven days down before reaching 
the edge of native life and find- 
ing a garden. After they lost Grove 
and Failing, they met two Aus- 
tralian officers of the Australian 
New Guinea administrative unit, 
usually called Angau, and they 
were already on their way up into 
the mountains. 

“We talked about the others up 
there: Ted Romero of Brush, Colo., 
who had been afraid whenever we 
went for water that we were going 
to leave him or were arranging 
something to harm him; and Bill 
Smith of Shaw, Colo., and John 
Bellus of Omaha, and Martin Bran- 
don of Hart, Mich. They were as 
axiuous as we were, but there was 
little we could tell them. More 
than a month had passed since we 
had left the wreckage of the 
Pere decked over With netting, 


rom 195 Pounds to 138. 

“We gave every detail we could 
to the search parties, but the doc- 
tors would not let us go back with 
them. We could not have laste 
more than a couple of days — 
way. I weigh ordinarily 195; I 
weighed 138 when I finally got out 
of the hospital. Mobley stayed 
there for months, but big Algust 
and Holleman got their health 
— sooner and rejoined their out- 


“As I look back now the hard- 
est thing of all to do was to walk 
away from that plane. The wound- 
ed told us their lives depended on 
us. But walking away like that, 
not being even able to leave a 
trail, was hard. 

“It was terrible, but for me it 
was the most enlightening experi- 
ence of my whole life. That Little 
Testament was worth more than I 
can tell. It meant a million dol- 
lars a page to us, at a time when 
no cash could bring us strength. I 
remember that when the mission 
boys carried me across that last 
river I kept hearing the 23d Psalm 
in my head, 

“You've read what being lost 
meant to Vern Haugland, the As- 
sociated Press correspondent. Well, 
all I can tell you is that I went 
through the same change. I 
know how hesitant people are to 
talk about religion, but I'll never 
be that way again. It was certain- 
ly not our own strength that 
brought us out, I’m positive of that. 

“And I found out afterward 
what eating meant. I ate six meals 
a day for two weeks and put on 
45 pounds in 50 days.” 

Every effort has since been made 
to find the missing plane and the 
eight men who remained with it.

Russia’s New Pacts. 

HE pact with Czecho-Slovakia 

makes it doubly clear that Rus- 
sia does not propose to disinterest 
herself in the future of Central 
Europe. It also suggests that if 
there are to be any regional group- 
ings in that part of the continent 
they will have to have the approval 
and possiblye be under the aegis 
of the Soviet Union. 

However, the Russo-Czecho-Slo- 
vak pact also contains a proviso 
(embodied in the Anglo-Russian 
pact as well) pledging the signa- 
tories not to meddle in each oth- 
er’s affairs. In other words, Rus- 
sia does not propose to employ the 
system of alliances it is building up 
to foist Communist regimes on its 
neighbors. The Comintern is dead, 

The Czech and British pacts 
which Russia has signed indicate 
that the approach to collective se- 
curity this time will be the re- 
verse of what it was after the last 
war. Then, Woodrow Wilson en- 
visaged a world order so inclusive, 
all-embracing that it would make 
all special alliances unnecessary. 
Now the powers are making their 
special alliances first, even while 
planning ultimately to create a 
system of collective security. 

As Eduard Benes, President of 
Czecho-Slovakia, pointed out in his 
Chicago speech last May: “The or- 
ganization and tasks of the future 
system of collective security will 


ed as logical, theoretical structure 
in its entirety, as was the case with 
the covenant of the League of Na- 
tions after the last war. It is 
more likely to be a practical, po- 
litical structure, built up in course 
of time, step by step, in accord- 
ance with practical requirements, 
not from the top down but, pro- 
ceeding from practice, experience 
and actual requirements to theory 
and to a process of construction 
elaborated by a process of thought.”

The payment of his $100 filing 
fee today placed Charles E. Rend- 
len of Hannibal definitely in the 
race for the Republican nomina- 
tion for United States Senator.

Forrest C. Donnell 
also will be a candidate. 

The Governor has maintained 
his usual sphinx-like attitude and 
has parried all questions on the 
subject. 

- Rendlen said here today that he 
had sent his filing fee to Chapin 


S. Newhard, treasurer of the Re-|j 


publican State Committee, in St. 
Louis, and that as soon as he re- 
ceived his receipt, he would make 
his formal filing with the Secre- 
tary of State. 

Rendlen'’s Opposition. 

Rendlen’s opposition is expected 
to include Howard V. Stephens, 
St. Louis shoe manufacturer, 
Charlies A. Shaw, former mayor 
of Clayton, and possibly, even 
probably, the Governor. 

Rendlen, who has practiced law 
in Northeast Missouri for 35 years, 
and who has been active in Repub- 
lican party affairs through all that 
time, has been making a quiet tour 
of the State for several months, 
visiting chairmen of Republican 
county committees and party lead- 
ers. The reports which have 
reached Jette son City are that he 
has built up a rather formidable 
support. 

Stephens, with the backing of 
Republican National Committee- 
man aBrak T. Mattingly, has vis- 
ited Kansas City and other places, 
but so far his strength appears to 
be slight outside of St. Louis. How- 
ever, Mattingly’s support is cer- 
tain to give him material strength. 

Shaw is building a substantial 
support among organization poli- 
ticlans who are antagonistic to 
Mattingly. It is expected he will 
have virtually the undivided sup- 
port of the members of the Repub- 
lican organization in St. Louis 
County. 

How State Would Be Divided. 

With Stephens having the prin- 
cipal part of the organization sup- 
pert in St. Louis and Shaw the or- 
ganization support in St. Louis 
County, a very extensive part of 
the Republican vote in the State 
will be divided between the two 
candidates, giving Rendlen a fair 
field for operation out in the State. 

This would seem to give Rendlen 
an advantage, as the out-State 
vote far exceeds that of both St. 
Louis and St. Louis County com- 
bined. 

However, the Governor’s strength 
cannot be overlooked. He will 
have little in the regular Republi- 
can organization, notwithstanding 
he has given attention to appoint- 
ing Republican county chairmen 
to loca] jobs, but he has a strength 
among voters who are not tied in 
directly with the organizaton. 

Donnell could hurt Rendlen in 
the primary campaign, but there 
are few Republican politicians 
who will express the opinion the 
Governor can win. If he should 
he would be the first Governor to 
go directly from the office of Gov- 
ernor in Missouri to ghat of United 
States Senator.

NO CHANGE IN DRAFT 
POLICY, EARP ASSERTS 


'|Pre-Pearl Harbor Fathers to 


Go When Needed Despite 
New Law, He Rules. 


Draft status of men eligible for 
military service under Selective 
Service laws is not changed by the 
new law to delay the drafting of 
pre-Pearl Harbor fathers, Col. 
Claude C. Earp, State director of 
Selective Service, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today. 


His statement came as draft|p 


boards of St. Louis-and St. Louis 
County reported receiving large 
numbers of personal calls and tele- 
phone calls from men of all clas- 
sifications, who wished to know 


whether they came ufider the pro- 
visions of the new law, approval 
of which by President Roosevelt 
was announced last week. 

Col. Earp said the new law mere- 
ly insists that. draft boards make 
honest, sincere efforts to induct 
for service all available non-fathers 
before taking those classified as 
fathers. “The law does not disrupt 
the flow of men to the armed 
forces,” he said, “and it does not 
stop the induction of fathers if a 
draft board has no non-fathers to 
send.” 

Reclassification Continues. 

In accordance with orders re- 
ceived from State headquarters, 
draft board officials here said they 
were continuing their reclassifica- 
tion of all pre-Pearl Harbor fath- 
ers and are calling them by order 
number to fill needed quotas when 
non-fathers are unobtainable. 

The new bill provided for setting 


up draft appeal boards that. will | 


review deferments of men regis- 
tered in one city and employed in 
another. Some draft officials in- 
dicated they expected a large num- 
ber of single men and married men 
without children to be made eligi- 
ble for induction by these reviews. 

Single men and married men 
without children, who are in essen- 
tial war production work and are 
about to be reclassified from 2-A 
to 1-A for immediate induction, 
need not have releases from their 
employers before they apply for 
Navy commissions, John J. Griffin, 
chairman of the Associated Draft 
Boards of St. Louis and St. Louis 
County, said. 

Demand for College Men. 

“There is a definite demand for 
college-trained men for both enlist- 
ment and commissions in the 
Navy,” Griffin said, “and, in addi- 
tion, I am informed, high school 
graduates under 27 years old, who 
feel they soon will be reclassified 
and inducted, may apply for flight 
training in either the Army Air 
Forces or the Navy air arm. 

“Many of these men have been 
told they cannot apply for com- 
missions in either the Army or 
Nayy without a release from the 
employer,” Griffin said. “Some 
plants in Metropolitan St. Louis 
are hanging onto their men 
tenaciously until they are drafted.

promoters with a deficit. 
Loss Had Been Expected. 

A loss was expected from the 
etart, however, because nobody 
was kidding anybody about the 
match. It was not one to attract 
many people to lay their dough on 
the line, and certainly not on such 
a night as last night. But a start 
on the boxing program had to be 
made and as the show was a fairly 
good one, there were no tears in 
evidence. 

Mauriello proved his mastery 
over Alfano at the start and stag- 
gered Mike with punches in the 
first and second rdqunds. In the 
third Tamj floored’ Alfano three 
times—once for a count of four 
and twice for counts of nine—but 
Mike was up throwing punches as 
the bell rang. 

Alfano’s eye was badly cut in the 
fourth and Mauriello switched his 
attack to the ocner side of Mike's 
head and to the body. Referee 
Harry Cook walked to Mike’s cor- 
ner to ask if he wanted to quit at 
the end of the round but Alfano 
shook his head “no.” 

The fifth wag just another pun- 
ishing round for Mike and after 
half of the sixth had been com- 
pleted, Cook stepped between the 
fighters and raised Mauriello’s 
hand in token of victory, sending 
Alfano back to his corner. 


Fitzjames Stops Denson. 

The bout followed one which 
ended in something of a surprise 
when James Fitzjames, Canton 
(O.) Negro, scored a_ technical 


knockout over Johnny Denson of 
Indianapolis in the seventh round. 

Denson had the advantage of 
height and reach on Fitzjames, in 
addition to more than 16 pounds 
in weight, and is also a more ex- 
perienced boxer. But Johnny 
caught a hard right-hand punch 
in the first round which set him 
down for a count of three and 
closed his left eye. 

He got up and fought back hard. 
He retreated and punched Fitz- 
james as he followed. And in the 
fourth round he connected with a 
blow at the start of the session 
which sent Fitzjames to the can- 
vas for a count of two. 

But later a hard uppercut cut 
through Denson’s lower lip and as 
the bell rang to start the seventh 
round his seconds refused to send 
him out. The cut required several] 
stitches. It was about an inch 
Jong on the outside of the lip and 
about half that long inside. 

Logan Winner in Third. 

A third technical knockout on 
the program was scored by Dea- 
con Logan, veteran St. Louis Ne- 

ro middleweight, who stopped 

ickey McKinnessg of St. Charles, 
Nil, in the third round. Mickey 
bobbed up and down from the can- 
vas under the relentless body pun- 
ishment of Logan until Referee 
Jimmy Parker stopped the acrap. 

Logan, who hasn't boxed in the 
ring for two years, has kept him- 
self in shape by working in a gym- 
mnasium at least three times each 
week all that time.

mission is specifically prohibited | 


by the Constitution from using any 
money in St. Louis and Kansas 
City, and is prohibited from con- 
structing any streets in any other 
cities and towns of more than 2500 
population except where houses 
are not less than 200 feet apart. 

When the present Constitutiona) 
provisions were adopted in 1920 
and amended in 1928, the demand 
to “get Missouri out of the mud” 
Was sO great that the policy of us- 
ing all available funds for road 
construction in rural areas was 
adopted, although the major por- 
tion of the funds come from the 
larger cities and towns. 

Now that all the impoNant high- 
ways have been constructed and 
several thousand miles of less im- 
portant roads, there is a disposi- 
tion, as indicated by the Duensing 
draft, to recognize the responsibil- 
ity of the State to provide funds 
for the construction of streets in 
cities used by heavy truck and bus 
traffic from the outstate high- 
ways entering or passing through 
the cities on routes designated as 
State highways. A 

The present Constitution pro- 
vides that all funds available for 
road construction and maintenance 
shall be apportioned to the coun- 
ties of the State, exclusive of St. 
Louis and Kansas City, on the 
basis of area and population. 

Duensing’s Proposal. 

The Duensing draft changes this 
to provide that one-fourth of the 
funds shall be apportioned for use 
in the separate counties on =the 
basis of area and one-fourth on the 
basis of population, and the re- 
maining one-half “on such basis as 
the commission may deem to be 
for the best interests of highway 
users.” It igs from this one-half 
that funds would be available for 
use in the cities. 

There also is a provision under 
which the funds would be available 
for use in the cities when neces- 
sary to comply with any Federal 
law or requirement that makes al- 
lotment of Federal funds condi- 
tional on construction within cities. 
This is to meet the provisions of 
an act before Congress proposing 
a Federal grant of one billion dol- 
lars a year to the states for post- 
war road construction and contain- 
ing a provision under which one- 
fourth of the money is to be used 
in cities. 

The State policy of opposition to 
a diversion of any money derived 
from automobile licenses, gasoline 
tax and from highway users as an 
incident to the use of the highways 
for other than road purposes is re- 
tained in the Duensing draft. 
Duensing said that the committee 
was firmly opposed to any diver- 
sion of road money for any ex- 
penditures other than to pay road 
bond interest and principal, the 
cost of collection of the taxes and 
actual highway purposes.

FRICA in the months after

There is the story of the capture 
of one Foreign Legion post. The 
American officer who told me the 
story had led the attack. He was 
a HNeutenant and he took the first 
company of men he could gather 
on the beach and set off, 


They met no opposition on the 
march and he had no way of 
knowing whether the Legionnaires 
would resist so he immediately 
surrounded the place, stationing 
his men carefully. Taking cautious 
cover, he worked his way to with- 
in hailing distance and shouted 
several times at the buildings to 
Finally, to whow he 
meant business, he fired his pistol 
into the air. Immediately a ma- 
chine gun began to chatter, The 
fight was on. 

It did not last long—just long 
enough to cause a score of casual- 
ties. The American lieutenant ac- 
cepted the surrender of the post 
from an unhappy French lieuten- 
ant of the Foreign Legion and was 
surprised to find that the several 
hundred men there had had only 
a handful of rifles and two ma- 
chine guns. 


It was not until a week later 
that the American learned the sad 
fact that if he had dallied another 
20 minutes it would not have been 
armed at all. Three days after 
the skirmish, had come the armis- 
tice. A few days later, in the inter- 
est of the entente cordial, he dined 
at the mess of the officer who had 
been his prisoner but was now his 
ally, After the wine had warmed 
him, the Lieutenant of the Foreign 
Legion spoke volubly, 

“You cannot understand,” he 
said, “the dilemma I was in that 
morning. I myself had known 
I felt that 
you were the enemy of my ene- 
mies, for I detest the Boche. But 
if you came, how should I conduct 
myself?

“I was no longer in doubt. If 
there were no arms on the post 
when you arrived, there would be 
no reason why I should fight you. 


‘There are two wells, monsieur, on 


the post. To dispose of arms, one 


_ must dispose of them so that they 


cannot be picked up again and 
fired. When I heard from our 
scouts that you were advancing 
from the beach, I immediately— 
before it should be too late—began 
collecting our arms and throwing 
then into the nearest well. 


“The really unfortunate part of 
the whole episode, my good friend,” 
the lieutenant sighed, “is that the 
first well was already filled with 
arms at the precise moment that 
you fired your first shot. To have 
gone on to the other well now was 
obviously unthinkable. Now that 
we were under fire, there was no 
way to uphold the tradition of the 
Foreign Legion but ,by fighting 
with what weapons we had left. I 
could not regret it more, my dear 
good friend.” — 


This was the kind of story we 
told each.other at the front, tell- 
ing them carefully and making 
them last and trying to get all the 
laughs there were in them. A 
good story is a precious commodity 
in the theater of war.

It was one afternoon at a bomb- 
er station and I was sitting with 
the medical officer, who was a 
major, and a second lieutenant who 
was the field officer—that is he 
was in charge of traffic on the 
field for that particular day. 

One mission of 18 medium bomb- 
ers had’ gone up to the front an 
hour and a half before and they 
were due back any minute—which 
was why the ambulances were lin- 
ing up beyond the medical officer 
and why the field officer was 
there with his peep. A half mile 
beyond the ambulances there were 
two wrecking trucks and a fire 
engine, 


The Lieutenant noticed the fight-' 


er plane first. It was a twin- 
tailed P-38, which wasn’t right to 
begin with because there were no 
P-38 stations within a hundred 
miles of us.

Female Cab Drivers Prove That Women Can Hold Their Own in a Tough Job

F YOU call a taxi in St. Louis 
| County these days, in all prob- 
ability the driver who opens the 
cab door and leans politely around 
to ask you, “Where to?” will be a 
woman. About 50 per cent of the 
drivers on day duty at the County 
Cab are female, 
right, thank you, 
“We started putting women on 
as drivers a year ago last sum- 
mer,” Thomas Gregerson, Company 
representative, explains. “We were 
pretty sure that a large number 
of our men would be drafted. Now, 
after almost 18 months, we’re aw- 
fully proud of the record our 
women have made. They make 
fine employes, and the passengers 
like them.” 


“The first thing we tell our em- 
ployes is ‘Don’t drive like people 
think women do.’ We caution them 
about making the most common 
driving mistakes attributed to 
‘Women drivers,’ like making a 
right turn from the middle of the 
street, making sudden stops, etc,

After the necessary period of sue - 


pervision, we turn our drivers out 
on calls, and I’m proud to say not 
one of them has ever had an acci- 
dent.”

A man remarked that 
in whatever was done for the fu- 
ture, we must realize that human 
nature was motivated largely by 
enlightened self-interest. Civiliza- 
tion progresses according to the 
amount of our enlightenment, 


When people are purely selfish 
and act on immediate self-interest 
without the saving grace of en- 
lightenment, they sometimes fail 
to attain their objectives. En- 
lightened’ self-interest, however, 
would lead us to see that what was 
good for the great majority of 
people would also be good for a 
minority group and for us as in- 
dividuals. We are part of a 
world rapidly becoming more 
closely knit by transportation and 
communication. We feel changes 
that affect our neighbors more 
quickly than ever before. 


A man named Gilbert Wilson 


‘writes me that he is an obscure 


artist but that he has created a 
stamp which he wants used to im- 
press us with the need for being 
“united for victory.” The back- 
ground is an American flag and 
two clasped hands are the symbols 
of unity. One hand is white and 
the other is black, but it might 
have been brown or yellow, or 
both hands might have been white, 
for underneath is written “minor#- 
ties are vital to victory,” and we 
have many white minority groups. 
If we could forget being minorities 
and just be people, we would help 
win a real world peace through en- 
lightened self-interest. 


Trying to obtain world peace is 
enlightened self-interest. Working 
for anything tied up with this ef- 
fort, whether it is in economic 
situations or in health situations 
or in cultural efforts to draw peo- 
ple together, can be part of the 
work to establish world peace. 


War leaves us, in the end, poorer, 
not because we have incurred a 
monetary obligation, but because 
we have destroyed masses of avail- 
able materials and especially many 
young lives which would other- 
wise have contributed to the pros- 
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perity of our nation and of th 
world, If we find ways to preve 
war, it will be because we are con- 
vinced that wars are detrimental 
to us and to our civilization. If 
we find ways to help other people 
to a higher standard of living, it 
will be because we are convinced 
that their higher standard of liv- 
ing will be beneficial to us and 
help ug to preserve our own stawd- 
ard of living.

Mrs. Ruth Isbell and her hus- 
band, Sid, both employees of the 
County Cab, think they are the 
only man and wife cabbies in St. 
Louis. Mrs. Isbell, or Smitty, as 
her associates call her, is one of 
the youngest and most recently 
employed of the women. “She had 
only been here two months when 
she got the only eligible man in 
the office,” Mrs. Young puts in. 
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fast worker.” Sid Isbell works dur- 
ing the day, too, and doesn’t mind 
his wife being in the same busi- 
ness he is. “We kind of keep 
track of each other this way,” 
Smitty says. 

Everything happens to Kelly, 
the jolly girl who is “235 pounds 
of dynamite,” according to Tom 
Gregerson, her boss.

West's one spade overcall was no 
thing of beauty, and East’s failure 
to raise spades was equally hard to 
understand. However, it is true that 
these actions resulted in a contract 
that should have been favorable to 
the East-West pair. 

West led his singleton club. The 
ace won and East carefully select- 
ed the club eight to tell his part- 
ner that all was well in the club 
The spade ace was 
cashed, a trump was led to the ace, 
and declarer ruffed his low spade. 
Now the trumps still outstanding 
were drawn, and a low club was 
led to the ten. East won and laid 
down the ace and king of dia- 
monds, Declarer ruffed, gave East 
his other club trick, and claimed 
the balance and his doubled con- 
tract, 

The hand might have been made 
regardless of East's conservation of 
the club eight, but it is extremely 
doubtful that it would have been 
made. Declarer probably would 
have played just as he did, and at 
the point when a club was led to 
the ten, East would win and exit 
with diamonds. Now declarer, back 
in his own hand, would have to 
lead from his 8-7 of clubs tinto 
East’s K-8, and the contract would 
go down one trick.
